Charges 


Wolfson, who built his father’s 
Jacksonville (Florida) scrap 
business into a multimillion-dol- 
lar organization, is a controver- 
sial figure. He took a flier in 
politics with support of Fuller 
Warren, former governor of 
Florida. There were charges 
that Warren had support from 
underworld gambling sources 
and any substantial supporter of 
the governor was inevitably em- 
barrassed with the scatter-gun 
charges. 

The Kefauver committee went 
thoroughly into all accusations 
against the Warren administra- 
tion. Attorneys pored over all 
available evidence. They found 
nothing on Wolfson. They tried 
hard, but all charges of fat con- 
tracts and rich ‘‘favors’’ were 
proved untrue. Wolfson’s con 
panies actually had sold less 
to the state under Warren than 
before. It taught Wolfson a les- 
son. He will contribute to al- 
most anything—but a _ political 
candidate. 

When he brings off a “special 
situation victory’’ there usually 
are a few loud cries of sharp 
practices. But Wolfson seems to 
please stockholders, because he 
pushes the theory that the swc- 
cess of the American free en- 
terprise system is built on in- 
vestment by many and a fair 
return. He would © consider 
Sewell Avery, and any like him, 
an enemy of the American sys 
tem. 

Anyhow, it hasn’t been so long 
since the scrap iron dealer’s son 
was ‘‘out’’ on the turf of the 
Yale bowl and now I-read where 
he is a. multimillionaire firing 
the first shells preparatory to 
another invasion of a ‘special 
situation.”’

Bartow County voters last week ap- 
proved a bond issue of $480,000 to supple- 
ment funds alloted the county under the 
State School Building Authority formula 
to modernize the county's school system, 
It matches $715,905 in projects already 

uthorized by the authority and will go 
a long way toward giving the county a 
first-class educational plant. 

In addition to the more than a million 
dollars now available for the 
school system, the School Authority has 
authorized $405,682 for the City of Carters- 
ville’s separate school system in the coun- 
tv. The town has already completed a 
million-dollar building project on its own.

Is Being Strained 


The nation’s 481 largest cities raised 
more money, spent more money and went 
into debt further last vear than ever 
before in history. So reveals a Bureau of 
Census survey covering cities of over 
25,000 population. 

These cities raised a little more than 
seven billion dollars last year and spent 
about 200 million more than they raised. 

Georgia’s nine largest cities were no 
exception. The group includes Albany, 
Athens, Atlanta, Augusta. Columbus, La- 
Grange, Macon, Rome and Savannah. 
These citaes spent $48.027.000 in fiscal 
1953 and took in from taxes $42.847.000. 
The total debt of the nine went to 
$86,201,000. 

All that does not mean that cities are 
spend-thrift, that city officials have been 
throwing money away recklessly. 

On the other hand, the statistics speak 
of a situation that is causing headaches in 
city halls across the nation. The problem 
has been discussed frequently in these 
columns. 

The urban population has increased 
phenomenally. More people have moved 
in to the city to live, more people come 
into the city each day to work. 

Cities must spend more mony than ever 
before. The cost of services has gone up. 
Cities have been forced, and rightly so,

to raise the salaries of employes in keep- 
ing with the times. Involved are police- 
men, firemen, sanitary workers, teachers, 
and so on. Even with the raises, most of 
them still are underpaid. 

The cost of supplies has risen. The 
price is up on trucks and street sweepers, 
the pipe that goes into the ground and 
the mix that goes into streets and street 
repairs, etc. 

The city runs into immediate trouble 
when it sets out to increase its income in 
order to offset the added expense. A 
natural resistance to higher taxes come 
bines with state laws shutting off sources 
of revenue. Its budget out of balance or 
in danger, the city can only borrow and 
hope for relief. 

It's the problem, if you please, that the 
head of the house faces as the family 
grows larger. The bills come bigger with 
each increase. He can only try for a 
raise in pay and, while he waits, visit the 
finance company. 

With the city fathers, it’s no different.

He’d like to offer larger premiums so 
the Southeastern Fair can draw competi- 
tors from all over the country. 

Coming closer to home, fair leaders 
have proposed the incorporation of a Ful- 
ton County farm fair into the broader 
Southeastern Fair picture.

Drought conditions have cost Georgia 
farmers millions of dollars. To date the 
federal government has refused to recog- 
nize the extent of this damage. but it 
reminds us once more that farming has 
its peculiar hazards, | 

In a Senate speech recently, Sen. 
Edward J. Thye (R-Minn) expressed it 
well: 

“The farmer is an honest gambler— 
and the greatest optimist in the world. 
Every day is one of hope and prayer for 
him. His eyes are on the heavens to see 
whether a thunderstorm is developing 
which could bring a hailstorm or a tor- 
nado that would tear everything to pieces. 

“He watches his flock, whether it be 
sheep, cattle or poultry, during every mo- 
ment of his wakefulness to see whether 
there be an ill animal or if anything else 
has gone wrong. ... If he were not an 
optimist, he would never dare take the 
‘hance of putting all his money into his 
crops, not knowing what the harvest 

bring. There is no other person 
would plan his sales organiza- 
tion or manufacturing industry with as 
much of a gamble at hand as the farmer.” 

This becomes even:more true when he 
never knows from one vear to the next 
what line Congress will take or whether 
Secretary Benson will permit him to plant 
dandelions or daisies.

Every now and then some candidate for 
office, when he finds that the going is unusual- 
ly rough, comes out with the charge that we 
have a ‘‘one-party”’ press in the United States. 

The charge has never been substantiated. 
much less proven. 

The current gubernatorial campaign in Geor- 
gia is a perfect example of the diversity of 
thinking on the part of newspapers, their edi- 
tors and publishers. 

The press of Georgia, like the electorate, is 
all split up in its support of the candidates. An 
idea of how widely the press is divided is to be 
found in the stand of some of Georgia’s dailv 
newspapers.

Solid South Returns 


To Democrat 


WASHINGTON—tThe solid South is politically 
beginning to look like itself again—solidly Demo- 


cratic. 
The accumulating evidence is: 


Fold 


That the crevasses created by the Eisenhower landslide are being 
closed and that party wounds are being healed. 
That the Southern bolters are returning to their political home. 


That the Republican party is 
making no significant headway at 
all toward establishing even the 
beginnings of a two-party system 
in the South. 

That, except for two in Tennes- 
see, the Republicans will very 
likely lose the few House seats they 
inherited in the wake of the Eisen- 
hower landslide and that another 
Republican break-through in 1956 
now appears to be entirely out of 
the question. 


These-conclusions are not beyond 
dispute but the political signs all 
point in their direction. The recent 
Democratic primaries in the South 
have uniformly returned those pre- 
eminently faithful to the Party and 
have shown wide popular support 
for the liberal Southern Democrats 
vho backed Adlai Stevenson in 
1952. 

A complex of reasons is cited to 
explain this political recession. Mr. 
Eisenhower hasn't given the South 
sufficient representation in the ad- 
ministration and the President has 
not proved to be the kind of de- 
eisive and outspoken civilian leader 
which the South likes. Southern- 
ers, who are basically proud of 
the record of their party, are 
driven away by Republican Sena- 
tor McCarthy's charges that it is 
a party of ‘‘treason.’’

WASHINGTON—Democrats raised their eye- 
brows knowingly upon reading Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles’ formal statement urging the

pleaded the case) and is inclined 
ic agree wryly that the Negro has 
gained many advantages under 
two vears of Republican spear- 
heading he never received from 
the hands of either’ Presidents 
Roosevelt or Truman. Under these 
circumstances they figure they 
might as well stick to their tradi- 
tional party where their leaders 
will, at least, have a larger voice. 

Whatever the reasons for the 
trend of Southern bolters, voters 
and leaders alike, back to their 
political home, the consequences 
are plain. 

The outlook now is that by 1956 
the Republican party again will 
have to start a presidential cam- 
paign by spotting the Democrats 
128 electoral votes, 22 senators and 
a hundred or so seats in the House. 

It means that another glimmer- 
ing hope for establishing a healthy, 
meaningful two-party system in 
the South is being lost—in part 
because the Republicans havent 
really tried and because the South- 
ern political leaders who supported 
President Eisenhower have them- 
selves worked against it.

In Georgia 


This will probably be the apple-eatingest year Georgia has 
ever known—that is, if the apples manage to ripen and get picked 
before by sheer press of weight and numbers they break down all 
the trees! 

The orchards in north Georgia are storybook-pretty right 
now. (At least there's a storybook quality about their beauty to 
me, a child of the flat céastal lands to whom an apple tree was 
as exotic golden pear trees of mythology.) 

The other day I visited with two Gilmer and Fannin County 
growers — Raymond Hudson of Ellijay and Bill Marcier of 
Blue Ridge — and they had a sad little story to tell me. The 
story was told, appropriately enough, as we stood in the fields 
and munched on firm, white-fleshed juicy apples which are the 
first of this year's crop to ripen. 


as one of those 


‘You see this apple?’’ said Bill Marcier, holding up one and 
polishing it with his hand so it glowed with a ruby fire. “It only 
grows in these two counties and it is probably the best cooking 
apple grown in the United States. Until a few years ago we 
tried to market this apple under its old name, Norga—for 
north Georgia, you see. Nobody would buy it. I guess they 
thought it was a seedling or some inferior native product. 


*‘So we changed the name to Detroit Red,” finished off Mr. 
Hudson, ‘‘and we can barely fill the demand!’ 

The apple which, humiliatingly enough, wouldn't sell under 
its own name, Norga, but had to borrow a name from a land 
it never saw, is coming into the Atlanta market now and is sell- 
ing like wildfire to people who are acquainted with it. 

‘Funniest apple you ever saw,’’ Mr. Marcier remarked. ‘You 
cant tell people about it. They have to try it. Most of us who 
grow the Detroit Reds know the market for it is a repeat mar- 
ket. All our orders come from people already acquainted with 
the apple.’’ 


The Norgas or Detroit Reds will be gone within a week or 
so but the Red and Golden Delicious and the Yates are coming 
along and all over the mountain counties homemakers are step- 
ping up their work schedules to meet the demands of heaps 
and heaps of ripe fruit. They're making applesauce and apple 
butter.and canning apples for ‘pies and making jelly and cider. 
In some places they are slicing them in rings and putting them 
out in the sun to dry for winter breakfasts of stewed apples and 
winter lunches of fried apple pies. 


Mr. Hudson's father planted his orchard more than 40 years 
aco and this is the second season in all that time when the crop 
has been heavy enough that fruit-heavy tree limbs had to be rein- 
forced with timbers. Last season a late freeze destroyed the entire 
crop and in her way Nature seems to be making up for that 
deprivation with this year's bounty. 

It's a good thing, too, because some of us are mighty apple- 
hungry. You have but to walk through an orchard and sme!) the
